wilh tho Imperial Will. So far ay I have 
heard tho great tines of the peuple declare 
tliemeelves highly pleased with the action 
taken by the Empress Dowager in this 
matter, A few yearg ayo the sentiment 
would have been oll on the other side. In 
centuries gone by edicts have been issued 
for the supprossion of this most unnatural 
custom but they wero so ontitely disre- 
usrded a8 to have been doad letters, If 
there had been » woman like the-presant 
Empress Downger at tho head of affaira 
there is-little doubt that footbinding would 
long ago have ceaged to be practised.

RIOTS IN TOKYO, 
Exciting Scenes. 

At last tho agitation- against the increase 
of car-fared in Tokyo has culminated in 
disorderly scones in the streets, crowds of 
people throwing stones at gassing cars ond 
even assaulting innogebt pi gers, anys 
the Japan Chronicle of Sept. 7. Employés 
of tho company and police ware also roughly 
handled bp the ‘tiob, one oficial being 
seriously woundod, ‘The potico were ap. 
psrently anxious to do nothing likely to, 
lead to a repetition of last yoar's scones, 
but were forced to interfere on Wednesday 
night (Sept. 5) when thoattitude of thémeb 
bocame threatening, A-numibor of arrests 
ware made, and othera followed yesterday. 

The proceedings at the moeting in the 
Honzota Theatro on Tuesday were quite 
orderly. After the manifesto bad been 
approved, a resolution was adopted de. 
manding the establishment of « uniform 
thres-son fare, special rates for students 
and workmen, more ample accommodation 
in (be cars and more frequent eervice, and 
greater procautions for public eafoty, A 
deputation was then appointed to wait up- 
on tho. Ministers of State and «ther officials 

concerned, whilo others prosent were sp- 
pointed to investigate tho financial condi- 
tion of the company. 

Whon this business had been concluded 
® young man named Mori Bunpei, said to 
be a Socialist, rose in the body of tho hall 
and asked permission to address the mect- 
ing. This boing granted, he urged his 
hearers to boycott the olectric-cars if the 
enmpany carried out the proposed increase, 
Ob boing put to the meeting in the form of 
a resolution, it was carried unanimously. 
Other speeches followed, and the mesting, 
terminated at two o'clock on Wednesday 
morning with hearty ‘ Ban: for his 
Majesty the Emperor. 3 

Among those present at this meeting were 
Me Yoshino, for many years Chairman 
of tha Tokyo-fu-Municipal Assembly, Mr 
Magaki, a leading barrister, aud many other 
prominent public men. 

In the afternoon of Wednesday another 
meeting was held in Hibiys Park, promoted 
by Mataumoto Dobetsu. Probably attracted 
by tho remembrance of the sceneson that 
Yery apot just a yoat ago, a large number 
of poople assembled io the park, but 
it was noticonble—capacially to those who 


were at the anti-panco mevting—that |

Dur 
ing the surging of tho crowd around the 
musio pavilion in Hibiys Park a-gondarme 
fired a blank shot with his revolver, bat 
although his action caused somo oxcitoment 
the crowd remained fairly well-behaved, 

ft yas not uotil about nino o'clock on 
Wednesday evening that tha mob resorted 
tu violence. An electric-car at Ginza, near 
Shimbashi, was tho first to be attacked, 
atones being thrown at tho windows, whiot 
ere completely shattered, From that time 
until oleven o’c'ock wbout forty cars were 
attacked in similar fashiun in various partsof 
the town. In tome cases the passengers 
were injured by tho flying missiles; while 
others waro: deliberately assaulted by the 
mob, About 30 driyers and conductora 
wore 60 badly hurt a8 to need medical treat- 
mont, boing beaten with sticks and attacked 
with stones, Nino of this number wore very 
ecriously injured. Tho windowa of the 
Tokyo Nichi-Nichi wore also smashed in 
the generat riot. 

Vernucular repo O 
politan Police—bonefitting by the experi- 
enco of last year—rofrained as far aa possi- 
ble from interference with the mob, At 
Jongth it became necessary to effect tha 
arrest of tho more prominent participants 
in* tha: riot, and about 60 persons were
